interview in a Rochester paper in 

which he talked about legislation to 

forbid one deaf-mute marrying an- 
other. His position of hostility to 

such marriages is no new thing 
he assumed it and gave his reasons 
therefor in a paper read, in 1 8S:i. he- 
fore the National Academy of Sciences 

al New Haven; but the deaf mute 

side of the (pies! ion seems to have 
found no oh amp ion until the Roches- 
ter interview called renewed attention 
to Professor Bells \iews. Then an 
aggressive defender of intermarriage 

appeared ill the person of Hiram 
I'hclp Anus, of this Olty, an educated 
gentleman whose own deafness lias 
given him a personal sympathy with 
the class most, deeply inte re s t ed in 

the ipieslion. Mr. Bell's paper was 

entitled a " Memoir Upon the forma- 
tion of a Deaf Variety of the Human 
Bane." The author took great pains 

to colled statistics bearing on the 

tendency of the deaf-mute population 
to increase through the intermarriage 

Of deaf-mules. The fact of primary 
importance, which neither aide denies, 

among deaf mutes to marry deaf- 
inules rather than persons whose 
senses are unimpaired. Mr. Bell 
thinks that this tendency should be 
discouraged en aooonnt of its heredi- 
tary consequences, while Mr. Anns 
contends that Us subjective influences 
are of snpreaae importanoe, and that, 
these influences being beneficial, the 
intermarriage of deaf-mutes should 

not be interfered with. 



This 
hardly 
to alarm any body bin a scientist 
with his hobby ; and Professor Bell 
himself admits that his attempts to 
deduce from statistics the influences 
cause the production of deaf 

offspring have met with only partial 

Be is convinced, however, 
that the proportion of deaf-mutes 
born to deaf-mutes is many times 
greater than the proportion born to 

the people al large: that the con- 

genitally deaf multiply faster than 
the jtopulation at large, and that the 

evidence shows a tendency lo the 

formation of a deaf variety of the 

human race in Anu-i ica. 

Professor Bell by no means ignores 
the influence of social isolation in 
promoting this tendency, but seems 
to regard this influence as only mi ad- 
ditional reason for urgency in check 
ing the tendency in ipieslion. lie 
thinks that legislation forbidding the 
in I im marriage of persons belonging to 
families ooniaining more than one 
deaf-mute would be practicable. 
With this expeotion he favors the ex - 
of private and educational influ- 
ences, rather than the use of legal 
compulsion. He would abolish segie 
gation as far as possible and retain the 
normal environment during the period 
of education, discouraging the use of 
sign language and the employment of 
deaf-mule teachers for deaf-mutes, 
and arousing public opinion B 
intermarriage, so as to increase the 
force of objections by friends and 
\ es.

Illinois Institution tor she Deaf and 

Dumb to show that a considerable 

number of the deaf-mules of the 
country belong to families contain- 
ing more than one deaf-mute, and 

hence possess and illustrate heredi- 
tary tendencies. In the Hartford 
Institution 48.4 percent of the whole 
number of names appear three or 
more tunes, and in the Illinois In- 
stitution &JM per cent. Moreover 
Of 11,106 pupils at Hartford C>'X] bad 

deaf-mute relatives' and 89 pupils 

had one or more children deal and 
dumb. ft table made up oi statis- 
tics of six institutions, located re- 
spectively in Connecticut. New York, 
Ohio, Indiana, Illinois and Texas,

The very important consideration of 
sympathy is strongly presented by

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Thb " new deaf-mate alphabet" said 
to hare been invented by N. V. Me 
Gee, of Kansas, by which the letters 
are signified by placing the tip of the 
index fiDger of the right hand upon 
the various joints of the fingers of the 
left, is nothing new — in fact is an irni 
tation of the Indian method and of a 
system which Prof. Bell expounded in 
the Annals a few years ago. The 
■ingle-handed alphabet is good en- 
ough for deaf-mates, and will, we 
predict, continue to " hold the fort 
for many years to come. The Kansas 
"invention" has been published in 
several papers, some of which consider 
it a great and ingenious achievement, 
bat it has not caused any unwonted 
excitement among persons who are 
familiar with deaf-mates and their 
education. 

Tax " State Document " concerning 
the deaf and Jumb, sent by France to 
the British Itoyal Commission, is 
one of the toughest additions to deaf- 
mute literature that has been produc- 
ed for some lime. Oar correspondent 
■hows up the absurdities of the doeu 
ment in a clear and convincing style, 
and winds it all up by rjaotfi 
couple of paragraphs that are so 
meaningleac that any sign-taught 
deaf mute in this country would be 
ashamed to have been the author 
of them. Deaf-Mate education in 
France is evidently deteriorating, if 
this State Document hj to be accepted 
as a true representation of facts. As 
might he expected, a worthy and pro- 
minent deaf Principal is refused the 
credit doe him and is utterly ignored, 
although he has been a successful 
teacher of deaf-mutes for half a cen- 
tury. 

A Deaf Mute teacher in a WW 
institution sends for a copy of a recent 
number of the Deaf Mutes' Journal. 
So far, there is no fault to be found 
with his request. Bat when we add 
that he is not and has never been a 
subscriber, and also that he does not 
enclose the price of the paper or in 
any way allude to payment for it, his 
colossal "cheek," or lamentable Iguo 
ranee of business principles, is deserv- 
ing of comment. In a pupil, sach ig- 
norance can be corrected and excused, 
but in one who professes to teach 
deaf-mutes, it ought not to be passed 
over without remonstrance.

The meeting of the Literary S 
ty, last Friday evening, was largely 

attended, Ihe main al .tract ion being a 

lecture hy Prof. Alexander Oraham 
Bell, on "Hereditary Deafness." 
Prof. Bell'* remarks were translated 
into signs hy Dr. Fay, in a manner 
which exhibited not only the ease 
with which signs can be made U 
vey the most abstract ideas but also 
Dr. Fay's ready command of the sign 
language. As 1'rot. I5ell spoke with- 
out notes, we douht whether be baa 

.■ ved a copy of his remarks, and 
as the suhject is one of great, interest 
to the deaf, we *ill endeavor to give 
a synopsis from the very full note* of 
the address which we made at the 
lime. 

I'rof. Bell began by saying that all 
his hearers were doubtless aware tint, 
he had long been occupied in an in 
vestigation into the question whether 
deafness is hereditary, and from the 
somewhat acrimonious commonls from 
the deaf mute press, which the pah 
lioation of the results of Iiih investiga 
tions had occasioned, it was evident 
that considerable interest was fell in 
ihe matter by the deaf. So uiat.y 
misconceptions of the objects and re- 
sults of his investigations had arisen 

that, he felt glad of an opportunity to 

define his position in the matter. 

His own interest, in this enquiry 
into the inheritance of deafness was 
excited by personal rathe? than 
title considerations. His mother was 
deaf from an early age, and his wife 
lost, her hearing in lid re- 

cently ©Be of his children \ury nar- 
rowly escaped the loss of its heating. 
This la*i accident induced bisa to un 
derteke the investigation into the iii 
heritance of deafness, principally to 
un whether Ihe narrowness of 
his Child's esc, 1 1><- was not, owing to 
the existence ol deafness in his own 
family. 

The result of the investigation thus 
initiated led him to believe that I here 
exists a tendency to the transmission 
of deafness worthy of investigation, 
and a memoir on the subject was sub 
milted to the National Academy of 
Sciences. In this memoir, the ques-
